FACING DEATH. 


Deeming, the Melbourne Monster, 
Sentenced ‘to Hang. 


The Insanity Plea Fails Before an Aus- 


tralian Jury.

HE GASPED AND TOTTERED AT THE 
WORDS OF THE JUDGE. 


The Audience Applaud the Verdict — 
Strong Efforts Made in the Murderer’s 
Behalf by His Counsel—He Said ‘‘Na- 
ture in Her Healthy Moods Never 
Made Such a Monster’’— Deeming’s 
Record of Crime. 


MELBOURNE, May 2.—The trial of Frederick 
Bailey Deeming for the murder of his wife 
was resumed in the Central Oriminal Court 
this morning. The first witness called was 
Dr. Springthorp, who related Deeming’s ex- 
planation of how his wives had disappeared. 
Deeming said that while he and his first wife 
were living at Rain Hill, near Liverpool, a 
man named Ben Young had told him that his 
(Deeming’s) wife would leave him for £50. 
He paid the money and his wife left 
him. He supposed that Young had 
killed her while he (Deeming) 
was coming to Melbourne with his 
second wife (Mis Mather), for whose murder 
be is nowon trial. His second wife, Deem- 
ng said, confessed that she was already 


Married and she left him in Melbourne, be- 


cause she wag afraid of being implicated in 
the murder of his first wife. 

Deeming is noted for being a notorious lar, 
and the above isa specimen of his ability in 
thatline. The fact is that the Raig Hill mur- 
der was known to no one save tO Deeming 
until afterit was Known that he had kilied 
his wife. It was the discovery ofthe latter 
crime that led the police here to 
notify the Liverpool police of their 
suspicion that Deeming had murdered his 
wife and children at Rain Hill. It will, 
therefore,be seen that his statement,relative 
to his second wife leaving him for fear of 
being implicated in the Rain Hill murder, is 
withouta single grain of truth. 

After some further testimony by Dr.Spring- 
thorp, that did not in any way clear the pris- 
oner of the crime preferred against him, the 
defense announced that its case was closed. 

Mr. Furlong, counsel for Deeming, summéd 
up for the defense at considerable length. 

e made insanity the basis. Nature 
in her healthy moods, he declared, 
could not have made such a monster. 
This man had a monomania for murder 
which was not to be explained by the ordi 
nary tests. Counsel wound up with a keen 
analxsis of the testimony,whicn,he declared, 
= atevery step Deeming’s irresponsi- 

Mr. Furlong made little effort to disprove 
that Deeming committed the crimes charged 
to him, but relied upon his skill in advancing 
the somewhat novel theory that client is 
amoral monstrocity ru an trresistible 


_ Gesire.. to .. ; life, and-».for 
“which, owing to an incidegt of his birth, he 


should not be held legaily or morally respon- 
sible. 

Whenthe arguments were concluded the 
jury retired. They soon filed back into the 
room. Asthey came inDeeming shifted un- 
easily but smiled atthe foreman. The fore- 
man delivered to the Judge the verdict of 

ullty as charged inthe indictment. Deem- 
ng turned white and trembled as the Judge 
turned towards him and passed upon bim the 
sentence of dearth. the Judge said that in 
all his experience with criminals he had 
never before seen such a consummate wretch 
as the prisoner. He spoke of Deeming’s 
shameless effrontery during the trial and re- 
marked that the jury had rightfully ignored 
the prisoner’s clownish attempts to prove 
himself irresponsible. . 

As the Judge pronounced the words ‘‘to be 
hanged by the neck wntil dead,’’ Deeming 
gasped and tottered, but recovered himseif 
enough to nod with assumed indifference. He 
then sank back in his seat. The audience in 
the court-room applauded the verdict and 
sentence. Deeming was then taken back to 
prison. 

Deeming was taken into custody five weeks 
ago at Melbourne upon information furnished 
by the occupants of a house in Windsor, a 
suburb of the city, which he had just va- 
cated. The new tenants found the floor of 
the fireplace in bad condition. Workmen 
sent to mend it noticed an odor and tore up 
the cement. Under it they found the body of 
a woman, who was identified as Deeming’s 
wife. The skull was fractured and the face 
beaten in. The. throat was cut so thatthe 
head was almost severed from the trunk. 
The body was in a nightgown, and was 
wound tightly from the neck to the ankles 
with heavy cord. 


This woman was a Miss Mather, whom 


’ Peeming had married in Liverpool during 


the previous September. ‘Thé facts were tel- 
egraphed back to England and recalled to the 
people of Liverpool the mysterious disap- 

earance of another woman, who had visited 

eeming at Denham Villa, in Rainhill, a 
fashionable suburb of Liverpool, shortly be- 
fore he married Miss Mather. | 

Appreciating the curious tendency of crim- 
inals to repeat their crimesin identical de- 
tail, the Liverpool police decided to dig 
under the fireplace of the Denham Villa. But 
little of the cement had been removed when 
an unmistakable odor was perceived. Just 
under the cement they came upon the bodies 
of three children. Two of them had been 
apparently between 5and7yearsold. Their 
throats were cut and the bodies were dressed 
only in night shirts, which were crusted with 
biood and dirt. 

Just beneath them lay the body of a girl of 
about 12 years, clothed only in a night shirt. 
There were no wounds onthe body, and the 
police say she was strangled. 

Sometwo and ahalf feet beneath the ce-

cut. A baby’s body with the head crushed In 
was stillin her arms.

The woman worea 
wedding ringand guard, silk underclothing 
and silk stockings and fine boots. 

Deeming, or Arthur Williams, as he then 
Called himself, arrived in Rainhillearly in 
July last, and took a suite of rooms at the 
Commercial Hotel. He showed large sums of 
money, and hadafree andeasyair. He is 
described as about 45 years old, with a heavy 
moustache, high cheek bones and sallow 
skin. Ile spoke rapidly. and notasan En- 
lishman. e wore his hair rather long, 

is clothes fitted his bony figure rather 
loosely, and he walked witha long, heavy 
stride. b 

He was supposed to be a Yankee, ora 

Canadian, but nothing positive conid be 

ed as to his former life. He was a 
capital story-teller, and :n conversation be- 
trayed a wide experience in the colonies and 
on ine Continent. His two pecultarities were 
that he would never talk about his own 
affairs and would not allow himself to be 
photographed. 

He sveon rented Denham Villa, met and 
married Miss Mather, a local belle, and car- 
ried her offto Australia, whence she wrote 

to her mother the most enthusiastic ac- 
counts of his affectionate devotion.

There have been many stories started with 
a view to connecting Deeming witt the 
atteckapel murders. The incomplete 
record of the police as to the movements of 
this man who was stirring about in 
the world so much have given these 
stories a fine chance for a foundation. 
It has been retty definitely  set- 
Earnie that in 1888 Deeming was trav- 
ing between Australia and South Africa in 
both directions, with stops at various places 
along the route, and that he did not return to 
England until a 11, 1889. The White- 
chapel murders, of which there were ten, 
were committed on April 3, Aug. 7, Aug. 31, 
Sept. 6, Sept. 30 (two) and Nov. 9 in 1888, and 
on July 4and Sept. 10 in 1889, and on Feb, 13 
in 1890. On the calculation that Deeming 
was not in England until August 1889, all 
but the two last murders would be barred. 
It is further suggested that the murders com - 
mitted by Deeming bear no resemblance 
either in conception or execution to the mur- 
ders of Jack the Ripper. Even the confession 
of so vain a wretch would be of little value 
unless further proof were forthcoming. His 
mania seems to have been altogether for 
matrimony, followed by murder, with a bar- 
rel of cement always inthe house, ready for 
the grave of the victim when the thirst for 
blood came upon him again. 


STRANGE FATALITIES, 


Death on the Trail of the Men Connected 
With the Cronin Tragedy. 


CuiIcaGo, lll., May 2.—There is little hope 
for Patrick O’Sullivan, known as ‘‘the ice- 
man,’’ oneof the men convicted of the as- 
sassination of Dr. Cronin, and now under- 
going a life sentence at the Joliet penitenti- 
ary. He is dying of consumption. There 
seems to be a grim appropriateness in the 
fact that reminders of the Cronin tragedy 
always come in the death—generally sudden, 
sometimes sensational—of one or other of the 
persons associated in some way with the 
story of the greatcrime. The last time that 
the unhallowed memories were awakened was 
April 5, when John F, Beggs, the Senior 


Guardian of Camp 20, was summoned before 
that dread tribunal from which there is no 
appeal. 

Scarcely a week before the death of Beggs 
interest in the great trial had been recalled 
by the passing away of Pat Dinan, the North 
Side liveryman. 

Remarkable has been the unhappy fate of 
several of the Cronin actors; eight of them 
are now dead, one isa helpless cripple, and 
one other is a social outcast, penniless and 
shunned of mankind. Of the eight who have 

assed from life four were witnesses for the 

tate—the two Mcinirny giris, William Nie- 
man and Pat Dinan. The two girls were 
present at the doctor’s office when he was 
summoned to the O’Sullivan house; Nieman 
was the owner of the saloon near the Carlson 
cottage, where Coughlin, O’Sullivan and 
Kunze were seen on that fatal night. 

Edward Spelman,the wealthy brewer of 
Peoria, a witness forthe State, lost his hear- 
ing froma frightfultall froma ladder. He 
was a prominent Clan-na-Gael and contrib- 
uted largely tothe defense fund. 

Tom Desmond of Sun Francisco, another 
Clan-na-Gael who came ‘onto advise and as- 
Sist the defense, is a permanent cripple, sus- 
taininga compound fracture of the leg on 
Clark street while on his way toa secret meet- 
ing of Camp 20. 


ILLEGAL LAND SALES. - 


North Dakota Transfsrs Made Without 
Authority of Law. 


JAMESTOWN, N. D., May 2.—One of the most 
unexpected and sensational of questions has 
been raised. It is claimed thatthe last pub- 
lic sale of school lanas in the counties of Cass, 
Grand Forks, Trail, Walsh, Pembina and 
Richland is totally illegal and without 
authority oflaw. Much discussion preceded 
this sale, which was made in March last, and 
some question arose astothe proper adver- 
tisement of certain lands, but no one has 
heretufore questioned its legality. Nearly 


60,000 acres of lands have been sold. The 
price realized has been advertised through- 
out the country. The amounts of the sales 
of 1892 aggregate over $1,177,000. The sale 
was directly contrary tothe State Constitu- 
tion, anc itis probable that the purchasers 
will refuse to make further payment and de- 
mand the retu«n of the money already paid. 
The necessity for legislative relief may have 
suggested to certainleading officials the idea 
of calling the extra session of the Legisia- 
ture now being urged forthe ostensible pur- 
pose of arranging forthe electoral vote ana 
the World’s Fair appriation, 


THE TYNEHEAD SAILS. 


Large Cargo of Provisions Taken to the 
Suffering Russians. 


New YORK, May 2.—The Russian reltef 
vessel Tynehead sailed from Dow’s stores, 
Brooklyn, at noon to-day. 

Miss Clara Bartonand Mrs. Dr. Elliott of 
the Red Cross Society were present when the 
steamship started. The vessel was decorated 
with bunting and carried the flag of the Red 
Cross Society at the main. There were no 
ceremonies previous to departure, as Miss 
Barton objected to a demonstration. Com- 
missioner Douglass, B. H. Warner and 
others of the committee representing Wash- 
ington, D. C., whocame onto see the vessel 
off, returned to Washington on Saturday. 
The steamship was chartered by money sub- 
scribed in Washington through the Rea 
Cross Society , and the loading was donated 
by Daviil Dow’s Sons. ‘ithe vessel carried 
116,357 bushels of cornand 500 sacks of flour 
donated through the ked Cross Society. The 
vessel wili go directto St. Petersburg and will 
unload at the most convenient port for ship- 
ment to the famine district. Miss Morris, 
one of the officers of the Red Cross Soclety, 
will sailfor Europe on Wednesday and will 
meet the Tynehead at St. Petersburg and 
superintend the distribution of the grain. 


INVESTIGATING READING. 


Gov. Abbett Orders an Inquiry Into the 
Combination. 


TRENTON, N. Y., May 2,—Attorney-General 
Stockton, acting under the direction of Gov. 
Abbett, is investigating the Reading coal 
combination, with a view of crushing the 
conspiracy in the courts of New Jersey, if it 
be found the State hasthe power. Special 
counsel, versed in the laws and decisions of 
Pennsylvania, has been employed to assist 
the department and work is progressing 
rapidly. The Attorney-General will report 
his conclusions to Gov. Abbett, and then

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PEACEFUL MAY DAY. 


No Bombs Thrown and Little Trouble in 
European Cities. 


ONE OF THE DULLEST SUNDAYS PARIS 
HAS EVER SEEN, 


The City Was Prepared for Riot, but the 
Reds Made No Demonstration — Un- 
broken Peace the Record of Berlin— The 
Viennese Sang “The Workingmen’s 
Hymn’’—Parade in London, 


PARIS, May 2.—Yesterday was a May day of 
fear uncalled for and full of vexatious conse- 
quences. Assuredly Paris has never hada 
quieter Sunday. It was dullto the verge of 
Melancholy. Fear acted where conviction 
was powerless. Cellar openings were barri- 
caded in obedience to police orders and con- 
clerges kept the front door closed and fear- 
ful, watched with unusual vigilance, closing 
any likely opening for bombs. The hippo- 
drome was closed, some say on account of 
the absence of performers, others say be- 
Cause it was filled with soldiers. Some of the 
theaters were closed; the others wore an 
aspect of solitude. The salon was almost de- 
serted. Many dinners were countermanded, 
A leading confectioner says his business has 
dropped 90 per cent inthe past week. Such 
an exhibition of fear isa most powerful aux. 
lliary of Anarchist attempts. Contagious 
terror only emboldens the originators of sub- 
versive schemes, 

The feature of the day was the deserted 
appearance of streets usually crowded on 
Sundays. There were few cabs to be seen, 
and the omnibuses rumbled along half 
empty... The aspect of the city reminded one 
strongly of the days of the commune or of an 
English Sunday. Notroops were visible un- 
less the momentary opening ofa door at some 


barracks, at the Hotel de Ville or some other 


place gave a glimpse of fortes collected for 
service in case ofan emergency. The road- 
ways had been sanded to facilitate possible 
operations of cavelrymen, and the result was 
seen in blinding clouds of dust. The occas- 
ional appearance of a drunken person or 
other disorderly character revealed the vig- 
ilance of the police, who would immed@ilately 
disperse any group which might gather about 
such person, even if only a score of people 
were attracted tothe scene. The exodus of 
visitors resembled preparations fer a siege. 
All boats for England on Saturday were 
crowded, and trains were closely packed. 
The hotels are almost deserted. 

A number of reactionary youths held a 
secret mecting on Saturday night in the Rue 
St. Lazaire with the object of forming an 
anti-Anarchist association. The many in- 
coherent speeches made promised Httle prac- 
ticalresults. The movement may, however, 
lead to demonstrations in which Anarchists 
are likely to be roughly handled. 

Several Anarchists were arrested on Satur- 
day night in St. Denis, St. Ouen and Levalle- 
Perrel. A quantity of explosives was seized 
to-day in an Anarchist’s residence at Ville- 
momble, the police having got wind ofa plot 
ta destroy the Hotel De Ville. One person 
was arrested. A mumber of others escaped. 

May day In otiter cities “dn the’ tontinent, 
where such vast preparations had been made 
for trouble, passed off with unexpected quiet. 
There were a few isolated cases of disturb- 
ance, most of which bave already been re- 
ported. Holland, where no disorder was 
ieared, gave oneinstance at a late huur last 
night. At Leewarden,in Friesland, seventy 
miles from Amsterdam, after a day of 
comparatively good behavior, the mob rose 
in the night and marched through the main 
streets, stoning the public buildings and 
houses of prominent citizens. When the po- 
lice sought to interfere they were met with 
determination by the rioters, andthere was 
some desperate fighting. The troops had to 
be finally called upon, whereupon the 
mob dispersed. A large number 
of arrests were made. Great surprise 
was felt atany outbreak in Leewarden, but 
itisalarge manufacturing town and full of 
laborers whose teelings have been aroused 
more by the festivities of the day than by any 
evilintent. It is noticeable that no firearms 
were used and no one was killed or seriously 
injured, 

In Belgium the police and troops had to 
cover the whole country. Fortunately there 
was no outbreak in any of the principal 
cities owing to the excellent preparations 
made by the authorities. All the trouble oc- 
curred in obscure places where the military 
or police were absent or in weak force. 

At Sinigaglia a bomb was exploded oppo- 
site the Casino and caused much damage to 
the walls, windows and furniture, but nobody 
was injured. 

Two bombs were exploded at San Andrea, 
near Trieste, yesterday. Little damage was 
done, but there was great excitement, the 
more so as this did notappearto be the re- 
sult of an Anarchist plot, but rather the 
work of the Irredentists, who took the occa- 
sion for making a displayon their own ac- 
count. 


LONDON’S THOUSANDS. 

LONDON, May 2.—May Day was observed by 
London’s workers as it never was bs- 
ore. The parade showed the strength of the 
eight-hour movement in behalf of which it 
was given. Fully half a million men and 
women listened to the speechesin Hyde Park. 

The Anarchists put up a platform in Hyde 
Park from which Louise Michel and others 
spoke, but they failed to attract attention. 

John Burns succeeded in averting what 
threatened to become a serious disturbance. 
A wagon abeut to enter Hyde Park,was 
stopped at the entrance by the police. The 
occupants of the vehicle, however, insisted 
upon theirright to enterthe Park and de- 
clined to turn off in obedience tothe police- 
men’s orders. The crowd inthe rear then 
began pushing the vehicle forward, and 
would certainly have overpowered the po- 
lice in afew moments and provoked acon- 
fiict. Just then Burns came up and seizing 
the horses’ heads turned them off in the dl- 
rection indicated by the police. There were 
no disturbances of any consequence or un- 
usual demand for policeintervention. *® 


IN ITALIAN CITIES. 

ROME, May 2.—The day passed quietly here. 
As a precaution detachments of Italian 
troops were kept on guard atthe Vatican all 
day. King Humbert, at the accustomed hour, 
set forth on his daily drive through the 
crowded streets. He met with a continuous 
ovation. At Bologna and Ravenna persistent 
attempts were madeto hold out-door labor 
meetings, which led toscuffles with the po- 
lice, At Bologna it was considered necessary 
tohavea detachment of cavairy clear the 
streets, andanordertothat effect was car- 
ried out. ; 

A wreath of flowers, to which was attached 
a black ribbon inscribed ‘*To the Victims of 
May Day’’ was placed to-day on the tomb of 
a man who was killea in the riot in the piazza

Col. Watterson Pictures Defeat for the

DETROIT, Mich., May 2.—Considerable com- | 
ment was caused among politicians this af- 
ternoon by an announcementimade by Capt.

That being the case the 
only logical nominee is Mr. Bleine and I 
assure you that while he is do- 
ing absolutely nothing to influence 
the decision, there isn’t the. slightest 
question about his accepting, not the slight- 
est.

KEEPS TAB ON THEM, 


DELEGATES TO THE NATIONAL REPUBLICAN 
CONVENTION CLASSIFIED. 


New York, May 2.—According to a Wash- 
ington correspondent an interesting story in 
politics is found in the official tab which ts 
kept at administration headquarters there for 
the purpose of keeping track .of the result of 
District and State Conventions which select 
delegates tothe Minneapolis convention. Up 
to Saturday evening the States which have 
instructed delegates as a body to vote for the 
renomination of President Harrison will send 
to the Minneapolis Convention 154 delegates 
as follows: Florida, 8; North Carolina, 22; 
South Carolina, 18; Georgta, 26; Indiana, 30; 
Missouri, 34: Nebraska,. 6. In. the 
States which have “failed to instruct 
the delegates-at-large to vote for renomina- 
tion New York is relied upon to give the Pres- 
ident at least twenty-three votes on the first 
baliot. Out of Pennsylvania’s sixty-four 
delegates, at least eighteen have already in- 
dicated that they tntend to support the Presi- 
dent on the first ballot. In Ohiotwenty of 
the total of forty-six delegates are expected 
to vote for his renomination. Three or four 
of the Michigan delegates have been in- 
structed by their disrrictsto vote fora re- 
nomination. 

It will be seen by these figures that 225 dele- 
yates are already placed upon the Harrison 
roster, elther by Instructions from State or 
district conventions or upon the voluntary 
motion of the delegates themselves. Thisis 
just oneover half the number required to 
renominate Harrison on the frst Dal- 
lot. There will be in the con- 
vention 896 delegates—necessary to choice 
449. Many ofthe Harrison strongholds have 
yet to be heard trom. In the current month 
Republicans will hold State conventions in 
California, Connecticut, Hlinois, Delaware, 
Kansas, Maryland, Minnesota, Montana, 
North Dakota, Tennessee, Virginia and West 
Virginia, and probably some other States and 
Territories in which the dates of conventions 
have not yet been fixed. The States named 
will select 102 delegates and it is estimated 
that out of that number sixty will be instruct- 
ed in State conventions to vote for the re- 
nomination of Pressident Harrison, and at 
least fifteen more will either receive instruc- 
tions through their districts or will, upon 
their own motion, announcein favor of re- 
nomination, making inall seventy-five dele- 
gates in sight.

THE GRIZZARD LYNCHING APPROVED BY 
THE BETTER CLASS. 


Two Men Bent on Murder Exchange Shote 
—Death Follows a Vicious Assault by 
Toughs—A Chicago Man Shot—-His 
Sleyers Under Suspicion — Criminal 
News in Briet. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 2?.—A rumor was 
circulated in this city at a tate hour last 


night and this morning that a large body of | 


armed negroes had assembled and would 
shortly march to Goodlettsville to revenge 
the lynching of the two negroes, Henry and 
Eph Grizgzard, hanged by a mob for outrag- 
ing the Bruce girls. 

As soon as this report reached Goodietts- 
ville more than 200 of the best citizensof that 
town armed themselves and waited to regist 
any movement onthe part of the negroes. 
While the negroes are doinga great deal of 
grumbling among themselves, strictly not 
within hearing of the whites—as several were 
severely clubbed for this offense on the day of 
the lynching—it is not believed that they will 
attempt any open demonstration. 


Diligent inquiry in that part of the city ~ 


where most of the negroes live has failed to 
verify the report thatany ofthe population 
have gone to Goodlettsville or harbor any 
design of so doing. 

The truth is that the better element ofthe 
negroes in Nashville and cities of Tennessee 
fully justify the action of the people in hanging 
the Grizzard brothers, while the vicious ele- 
ment have a wholesome fear of the men who 
marched into Nashville last Saturday, and 
would not dare to show themselves in the 
vicinity of Goodlettsville. The city is quiet 
to-day and gives no sign of the exciting in- 
cidents which took place at the jail and river 
bridge Friday night and Saturday afternoon. 

Although the leaders of the mob are well 
known, having made no attempt at conceal- 
ment, it is not probable that they will be 
prosecuted. No jury inthe State would con- 
vict them of a misdemeanor.

certain death if he struck me, and I fired to 
maim him, but the bullet killed him. I think 
if the whole story is told at the inquest I will 
be discharged.’’ 

THE INQUEST. 

The inquest on Sherman Williamson was 
held this afternoon, commencing .about 1 
o’clock. The first witness was Mrs, William- 
son, widow of the dead man. She was 
dressed in black but did not seem to 
very much affected except when taken to the 
Morgue to be sworn over the body of her 
husband. Her statement before the Cor.- 
oner in regard to the shooting was about the 
same as the one she made to a Post-Dis- 
PATCH reporter Saturday night and pub- 
lished the next morning.

LAKE DISASTERS.

mile east of Reandau, Lake Erie. Sne was 
in collision with some unknown steamer 
bound down.

WESTVILLE, Ind., May 2.—A north- bound 
freight train on the Louisville, New Albany & 
Chicago Rallroad was wrecked at 
a point one mile north of 
Otis at 12:30 ' o’clock this morning. 
Train No. 56, John Murray, engineer, dashed 
through a bridge. The engine and eight cars 
were smashed down, the caboose and two 
cars remaining on the track. The 
scene this morning is a terrible one, as 
the bodies of the engineer, fireman and 
brakeman, who were in the cab of the en- 
gine when it struck the bridge, are buried in 
the water beneath an immense mass of 
wreckage. Supt. Collins with a wrecking 
train and a large force of men are at work 
clearing the debris. 

Traffic has been abandoned north of Otis 
The heavy downfall of rain, which set In 
about 6 o’elock last night, washed away the 
foundations of the bridge, leaving the upper 
portion of the bridge intact. There was no 
warning, and the train dashed headlong into 
the waters beneath the sinking structure.

EXGINEER JONES BURIED UNDER A WRECK

ROCHESTER, N. Y., May 2.—When a west- 
bound Central Hudson freight train was tak- 
ing water at Churchville Station at 10:12 
o’clock this morning another freight train 
bound west came along and crashed into 
the caboose of the standing train. 
A number of cars were thrown 
over upon the east-bound track 
and a minute later an east-bound train came 
down and the engine plowed intoa pile of 
wrecked cars. W. H. Jones of Buffalo, the 
engineer of the east-bound train, was killed 
instantly and his fireman, F. C. Charleson, 
was slightiy hurt. The wreck caught fire 
from an oli car and the body of Engineer 
Jones, which was pinned down by the wreck- 
age, was burned to a crisp. Twenty-five 
cars, many of them loaded with goods, were 
destroyed, 


THREE LIVES LOST. 

LEADPVILLE, Colo., May 2.—Ben Lieb’s 
Variety Theater, together with a block of 
buildings on State street, commonly called 
‘**the wickedest street on earth,’’ were 
burned to the ground last night. The houses 
were all occupied by notorious women and 
groggeries of the lowest character. A woman 
and her baby, born an hour before the fire, 
and one of the firemen are missing and are 
supposed to have lost their lives in the fire, 
The loss is about $50,000 partly insured.

METHODIST COUNCIL 


Omaha Crowded to Overflowing With 
' Churchmen, 


QUADRENNIAL MEETING OF THE GEN- 
ERAL CONFERENCE. 


Four Thousand Visitors in Attendance— 
Some of the Measures That Will Come 
Up for Discussion—The Session Opened 
by Bishop Bowman-—Church Notes— 
Religious News. 


OMAHA, Neb., May ?2.—The hotels, boarding- 
houses and residences of private citizens of 
Omaha are crowded to-day as they were 
never crowded before. This evening the 
quadrennial assembly of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, better known as the General 
Conference, will convene in the new opera- 
house, and the occasion has brought to this 
city the most prominent and influential min- 
isters and laymen of that denomination from 
every State and Territory in the union. 

Among the questions which the conference 
will be called upon to decide are those re- 
lating to an increase in the number of 
bishops, the time IMmit controversy, the 
question of giving the colored brethren 
representation on the Board of Bishops and 
the right of women to sit as delegates. 

A strong memorial will be presented to 
the conference, asking it to adopt such 
legislation as will enable pastors to drop 
members who don’t support the church 
according to their ability, to elect bishops 
for eight years without privilege of re-elec- 
tion, to remove the limit for the pastorate; 
to provide for the election of ruling elders 
without the nomination of the Bishop, and to 
give the Cabinet of the Bishop the power of 
making appointments, a majority of the 
presiding elders being sufficient to determine 
an appointment. 

At exactly 9 o’clock this morning Bishop 
Bowman rapped to order the first business 
session of the Twenty-First Quadrennial Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
The immense auditorium of the Boyd Theater 
hardly sufficed to accommodate the immense 
throng of delegates and visitors attracted by 
the meeting. It is estimated that in addition 
to the 500 regular delegates present, there are 
fully four thousand visitors in attendance. 
At the session this morning the six-tier boxes 
were occupled by the wives and families of 
the eighteen bishops of the church, 

The session was opened by scriptural read- 
ing by Bishop Newman, followed by an earn- 
est prayer by Bishop Foss. Continuing the 
religious services, Dr. Lonohan of Baltimore 
read another passage from the Scriptures 
and the congreyation unitedinanold Meth- 
odisthymn. Theconference then proceeded 
to complete its permanent organization. 

S. D. Monroe of Pennsylvania and Manley 
S. Hurd of Wyoming were candidates for 
Secretary. The former was elected by nearly 
two-thirds majority. He chose as his assist- 
ants Manley H. Hurdand Charles Hudson of 
Indiana, 

THE FIRST DEBATE. 

After the election of a secretary the per- 
manent seating of delegates was in order. 
Immediately the old trouble between the lay 
and ministerial delegates came to the sur- 
face. The lay delegates held a meeting Satur- 
day afternoon and decided to ask the confer- 
ence to seat them by themselves, separate 
from the ministers, thinking by this means 
to secure greater recognition than they now 
have, and they were present with their re- 

vest. Dr. John Lonohan of Baltimore, 
the oldest member of the conference, spoke 
favoring the laymen, saying that he sympa- 
thized with them and believed that they 
should be accorded equal representatian with 
the ministers, and as the conference had re- 
fused this it was only right that they should be 
allowed to mass themselves together and 
thereby secure greater recognition, 

J. C. Shinkle of Kentucky, a layman, spoke 
for the measure. Postmaster Field of Phila- 
delphia spoke strongly in favor of the lay- 
men and even went,so farasto say that un- 
less the request was granted the laymen had 
no place in the conference, for unless they 
could be seated in aseparate body they had 
no influence, and they might as well pack 
their valises and return home, Many others 
spoke strongly proandconon the question. 
J. M, Buckley,editor of the Christian Advocate 
favored the request, and Dr. L. ©. Quel of 
Wyoming opposed it. Considerable feeling 
was worked up over the question, and proper 
Methodist decorum was preserved at times 
with difficulty. 

When the discussion of the question was 
stopped fanother misunderstanding arose 
over the manner of voting. Some wanted 
the laymen to vote separately on the ques- 
tion and then for the ministerial delegates to 
vote in the same manner. Some wanted to 
be put on record on the question and others 
wanted a viva voce vote. Yea and nay fin- 
ally prevailed and resulted as follows:

ACCUSED OF USING THE MAILS FOR 
FRAUDULENT PURPOSES. 


Hie Furnishes Bail and His Attorney En- 

ters a Demutrer'to the Return—His 
Scheme Fully Set Forth—The People 
Whom He Is Accused of Having De 
frauded, 


The Federal Grand-jury for the Eastern 
Division of the Eastern District of Mis- 
souri has returned an indictment 
for fraud against William L. 
Holloway, the President and Manager of the 
Royal Publishing Co. In the words of the in- 
dictment, ‘‘One} William L, Holloway, late 
of said division of said district, prior to the 
2ith of December, 1890, devised a scheme 
and artifice to defraud divers persons of their 
money under the name of the Royal Publish- 
ing Co., by and through the United States 
mail.’’ The type-written document proceeds 
to explain at length Holloway’s scheme 
to sell his books under forced pressure. It is 
alleged that Holloway advertised in news- 
papers for general agents at the salary of $100 
per month and induced them by use of the 
mails to come to the office of the 
Royal Publising Co., where he offered to give 
them the general agency for the concern’s 
books in varios localities. These general 
agents were required to buy a large 
stock of books and publications 
to be Dilled at & per cent of 
the retail price, which books were to be sold 
by solicitors, sub-agents and canvassers, to 
be employed by the general agent. 
The generat agent was expected to 
equip ten sub-agents each month, 
with whom solicitors’ guaranteed contracts 
supplied by the Royal Publishing Co. were to 
bemade. Theinducements for the general 
agents were very alluring, for the only 
apparent labor expected of them was the 
employment and equipment of sub-agents 
fcr which the general agents would receive 
$100 a month. 

WHAT THE INDICTMENT ALLEGES, 

The indictment cites that Holloway pre- 
tended that the sub-agents would receive a 
commission on their sales with a guarantee 
of at least $3 wages per day, but as part of his 
scheme he concealed the real terms of the so- 
called solicitors’ guarantee contracts and 
falsely represented to the general agents that 
no deposit or prepayment would be exacted 
ofthe solicitors and agents. But as soon 
asthe general agents had become established 
with an expensive office and astock of books 
for which Holloway had _ recetved their 
money,the Koyal Publishing Co. revealed 
for the firstitime the genuine solicitors’ guar- 
@ntee contract. According 10 the form 
then shown them, the indictment 
alleges, the general agents would not receive 
one penny for their month’s salary unless 
they sent out ten sub-agents within, that 
time; and further, the sub-agents 
em ployed were required to de- 
posit $15 as a sign of good faith, 
which was directly at variance with the con- 
cern’s original statement that no 

repayment of kind would 

e demanded of the sub-agents. 
Out of these deposits of the sub-agents the 
general agents were to receive their salary of 
$100 per month, whenever they were entitled 
to thatsum;and although the pretense was 
made deposits were 
held the publishing 
company guarantees of good 
faith on the partof the agents, the indict- 
ment allezes that Holloway intended that no 
art of it should go back to the solicitor. 
‘he indictment turther alleges that Holloway 
knew that sub-agents could not be obtained 
by the general agents on such terms, but It 
was his purpose to extort money for large 
consignments of goods, which he knew 
that the general agents could 
not get thelr hands’ according to 
the iron-clad agreement to Sell them at retail 
prices. Theindictment states that by con- 
sequence of these impossible conditions, 
Holloway never intended to pay the general 
agents $100 a month or any part of it. 

THREE COUNTS. 

The indictment is founded on three counts.

He held 
first, that the Alabama affidavit for a requisi- 
tion was not a legal affidavit of 
crime uuder the laws of the State 
of Missonri, although it was exactly 
conforme?‘ to the kind of affidavit required by 
the laws of Alabama.

The Young Lady Whose Body Was Found 
in the River at Cincinnati. 

The remains of Miss Myrtle Sturdevant lie 
between the narrow walls of the tomb in the 
pretty cemetery at Columbus, O. 

It is not generally known that Miss 
Sturdevant was born and _e reared in 
Boonville, Mo., about twenty-three years 


ago. at the age of 
12 Sturdevant became so 
attached with the name Myrtle, that allof 
her dolis and various pets became her name- 
sake. In 1882 the Sturdevant family removed 
to Sedalia, Mo., to reside, but before mov- 
ing, Susie Sturdevant, for such was her name 
then, asked her parents if she could not sub- 
stitute Myrtie for Susie. The request was 
granted and in Sedalia and elsewhere she 
—— has been known as Myrtle sturde- 
vant. 

Miss Sturdevant disappeared from her home 
in Columbus, O., four weeks ago. Why she 
left was unknown. There was noclueto her 
whereabouts, but her father, and the young 
man to whom she was engaged to be married, 
became convinced that she went to Cincin- 
nati. Last week a body was found in the Ohio 
River in front of that city, which was identi- 
fied as that of the missing girl. The cause of 
her leaving home and ending her life is still 
unexplained.

ED TO ESTABLISH 
LY BUILDING UP, 


A SECTION 
LEVELS RAP 


A Remarkable Building Development Be- 
tween Grand and Theresa, Park and 
Lafayette Avenues — Space for Only 
241 More Houses. 


A few days since an article published in 
these columns, pertaining to improvements 
in that newly developed section of city be- 
tween Park and Lafayette, Jefferson and 
Todd avenues, comprising a building front- 
age ofoverthree and a half miles, demon- 
strated that more than 56 per cent of the ter- 
ritory is now built up, and that there remains 
within that area vacant space for but 278 
more houses, in other words a vacancy for 
houses for but 1,390 more people, that is 
based on the accepted average standard of 
five persons toa house. 

These are no imaginary deductions, The 
figures were not arrived at trom easy and un- 
unreliable estimates, but from an actual can- 
vass of the district, by counting the houses, 
noting those vacant and othersin course of 
construction, and carefully measuring and 
deducting the occupied frontage from the 
number of front feet originally contained in 
each block, 

The same reliable method has been  fol- 
lowed in determining the progress made in 
the district between Todd and Grand, Park 
and Lafayette avenues, a region where only 
three years ago there were practically no im- 
provements excepting those fine old resi- 
dences on Grand and Lafayette avenues. No 
streets were opened through the district, and 
in fact no public improvements of any char- 
acter existed there three years ago. 

The whole territory, comprising sixteen 
city blocks averaging twice the length of 
ordinary city blocks, was in its native state 
nothing but a succession of high hills and 
deep gullies. Nearly all the ravines are now 
filled, streets have been raised to grade, the 
earth filled in reaching up in the tree 
branches on some Diocks that have not yet 
been DbDullt upon between Louisiana and 
Theresa avenues. The whole district has 
been sewered, but, excepting bordering 
streets, there is not a block of roadway made 
ora sidewalk laid intheentirearea. How- 
ever, asthis record shows, the lack of these 
essential public improvements does not deter 
people from building on the few vacant lots 
that are left there. 

All told, this district comprises a building 
frontage of 19,589 feet, or nearly three and 
three-quarters of a mile. Over 49 percent, 
or 9,654 feet, of the original frontage 
is now occupied. Within the metes and 
bounds twenty houses, all of them 
substantial brick buildings are now in course 
of construction and 143 others have been fin- 
ished only recently. The fact that ‘‘for rent’’ 
signs were displayedon but twoof all these 
houses is an indication of an urgent demand 
for dwellings, even in this new territory, 
where house holders have to contend against 
so many inconveniences that are not met 
with in more favored localities still further 
west, But the section is filling up rapidly, 
its drawbacks notwithstanding. Basing the 
calculation on forty feet tothe house, the 
average frontage occupied by dwellings in 
this locality, there yet remains in the district 
room for only 241 more residences, and these 
habitations would provide homes for only 
about 1,205 more people. Consider how this 
quarter. of thecity is building up. Itisare- 
markable growth underthe mostunfavorable 
conditions and allthe more significantof a 
future and more widespread development 
inthe near future on other flelds. Such 
a change, in so shortatime,is al the more 
wonderful when one considers that the 
houses builtand under way have been erect- 
ed on newly filled streets, almost impassable 
in wet weather. A development likethis is 
another practical demonstration of the fact 
that vacant property east of Grand avenue 
has become very scarce. There is not much 
choice left for builders. Their selections are 
now pretty much Hmited to blocks tormerly 
rejected, and such vacant squares, declined 
as they were at one time and bad as | may 
be now, are few in number. Vacant build- 
ing spots inside the old limits, south of the 
suspension bridge, are, indeed, disappearing 
fast. Bullding improvements are rapidly 
spreading westward over Grand avenue on 
better and higher ground, where enterpris- 
ing property owners, impatient of municipal 
delays, have made their own streets, put in 
sewers and water and gas mainsand laid 
their own granitoid walks and gutters.

The Paperhangers’ Union Again Declares 
a Strike for Piece Work. 


The Paperhangers’ Union has again de- 
clareda a strike formore pay. This announce- 
ment was made to-day, and a general walk 
out all over the city is expected. About 
two months ago the paperhangers 


went on astrike, but the organization of the 
forces was so poor, the men lost the fight. 
Since then they have solicited new members, 
increased the strength of the union, and now 
claim to be so situated that they can hold out 
all summer if necessary. At the headquarters 
of the Paper-hangers’ Union, 305% Olive 
street, the officers refused to give any in- 
formation. They would not say what prep- 
arations had been made for a strike, what 
the fight would be for or how many men it 
would call out,

SOME LEADING QUESTIONS PUT TO SEC- 
RETARY FOSTER. 


Inquiry as to the Evasion of the Civil Ser- 
vice Law-—Senator Vest Enlivens the 
Monotony of Petition Day—Free Bind- 
ing Twine Bill Passedin the House— 
Capital Notes. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 2,—The investiga- 
tion into the alleged abuses of the civil ser- 
vice law by Federal officials in Balti- 
more was resumed. before the House 
Committee on Ctvil Service to-day. 
Secretary Foster was the first witness. He 
said he had had a conference with the Col- 
lector of Customs at Baltimore concerning 
the customs employes who were charged 
with violating the civil service law 
and the Collector had submitted 
a report on the subject. The 
report said that there seemed to be no inten- 
tion on the part of one ofthe men, Fensley, 
to violate the law, as he gave his campaign 
contribution without; solicitation. Ray, an- 
other employe, was-one of the best clerks the 
Collector had, and as his offense was 
so slight he was simply reprimanded. The 
reprimand would be administered to-day. 

Tne Secretary said he doubted if the men 
charged had intentionally violated the 
law, and as the Civil Service 
Commission had practically recommended 
leniency, he had caused the men 
to be reprimanded. He doubted if the of- 
fense charged against the mnen Came entirely 
within thelaw. It wasacase of election of 
delegates to a convention for adopting a new 
State Constitution. 

Mr. Andrew asked the Secretary if he con- 
sidered the election of delegates to this con- 
vention a political object and the secretary 
replied that he did not so consider it. 

‘If it is not an object of that kind,’’ asked 
Mr. Andrew, ‘‘what kind of an object is it?’’ 

**I did not come here to answer questions 
of that kind,’’ was the reply. 

Mr. Theodore Roosevelt, Civil Service 
Commissioner, followed the Secretary. He 
made along statement, principally in com- 
ment on the testimony of Postmaster- 
General Wanamaker before the committee. 
He held that the offence charged was a 
political one; t the Supreme.Court had so 
decided and that indictments had been had 
in Kentucky for the same offense.

PETITION DAY. 


WASHINGTON, D. C,, May 2.—The usual for- 
mal presentation of petitions, which formsa 
dreary perfunctory partofthe opening pro- 
ceedings each day, was enlivened this 
morning by some decidedly inter- 
esting remarks from Mr. Vest 


of Missouri. In handingupto be appropri- 
ately referred a petition against the opening 
of the World’s Fair on Sunday he stated that 
this document was one of the ma- 
chine variety, of which so many had been 
laid before the fenate.

Any man who has pull enough on ZIE- 
GENHEIN to obtain and retain a dramshop 
license for a resort frequented by criminals 
and disorderly persons, has pull enough 
on the Mayor to provide a saloon gang of 
criminals with permits to carry the con- 
cealed weapons they need iu committing 
murder and highway robbery. One of the 
first things found on the person of an 
arrested murderer or robber or peace- 
breaker resisting the police in this 
city, isa permit from the Mayor to carry 
concealed revolvers. And it turns out 
generally that this permit is, in fact, a 
letter of credit entitling the bearer to the 
powerful help and influence of ‘‘de push’’ 
at the Four Courts in escaping conviction, 
or toa pardon from the Mayor when even 
the influence of ‘‘de push’’ and the reek- 
ing resources of the Four Courts machine 
cannot eke out an acquittal. 

Sunday evening one of these armed sa- 
loon gangs, two of them brothers of the 
saloonkeeper, engaged in the pastime of 
‘*holding up’’ people on one of our 
most populous thoroughfares, and when a 
Chinaman ran instead of handing out his 
‘*washee’’ money at their com mand, they 
pursued him, firing at him with 
their revolvers in reckless disregard 
of the lives of people on. the 
street. When a policeman, unmindful of 
the industries and pastimes encouraged 
and protected by ‘‘de push,’’ interfered 
to stop the fusillade, they opened fire on 
him and chased him till two other police- 
men came to his assistance and drove 
them in a running fight back to their sa- 
loon den, the proprietor of which was 
shot with his own pistol in the attempt to 
prevent their arrest. 

Such gangs are armed and encouraged to 
resist the officers because the police are 
not now under the thumb of the Mayor 
and ‘‘de push’’ and are not trained to con- 
nive at all the violations of law favored by 
Mayor NOONAN and Collector ZIEGENHKIN 
and the Four Courts machine.

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A Daring Venture. 
From the New York WORLD. 

The Post-office Department is totry a very 
remarkable experiment at St. Louis. It is go- 
ing to establish a system of pneumatic tubes 
extending a distance of fully 3,000 feet, as an 
attempt to solve the question whether mail 
matter can be advantageously transmitted 
by this method. 

While it is rarely safe to prophesy we do 
not hesitate to predict a triumphant success 
for the experiment, andtoapplaud the dar- 
ing determination of the Department. In do- 
ing this we are sustained by a belief that the 
laws of nature in St. Louis are identical with 
those. prevailing in London and Paris and 
other cities where pneumatic propulsion of 
mall matter has been successfully carried on 
for many years. ; 

The announcement that the attempt Js con- 
sidered by the department as an experiment, 
and that if itis successfulthe system will be 
extended, indicates the existence of a doubt 
as tothe uniformity ofthe action of the laws 
of nature andthe appliances of science, and 
itis probably this doubt which has hitherto 
withheld so risky an innovation, 

The gradual illumination of the official 
mind of the Post-Office Department is a 
cheering subject of contemplation, and ths 
whole courtry will rejoice when the depart- 
ment convinces itself by the evidence of fact 
that the laws of nature and the inventio ns of 
man may safely be relied on and occasionally 
utilized.

New Affidavits of Fraud, 

The man who comes to Recorder Carlisle’s 
office nowadays without an affidavit charg- 
ing fraud in his ward at the primaries 
Wednesday, is as much out of fash- 


ion as the woman was who walked 
on the voulevard: ‘yesterday without a 
spring bonnet. The Recorder sat at a table 
in the center of his office. with a little sack 
of $5 gold pieces before him. With these 
he was paying the judges and 
clerks of election as they came 
to the windows and presented their 
certificates. Forallof the men who came 
with a demand for the opening of the ballot 
boxes we had the same answer. 

‘*I don’t cunsider myself a returning 
board and the judges and clerks’ returns are 
finalwithme. If lam to open the boxes, the 
courts will have tO order metodoit. But I 
shall not begin to make out the certificates 
of election till Wednesday and you will have 
plenty of timeto get a court order if you 
want to do it.’’ 

This clear declaration of his intention the 
Recorder has given to his friends, Chairman 
John C. Wilkinson and Councilman W. T, 
Anderson, and he stands on that finally. 

NEW AFFIDAVITS ABOUTS FRAUD. 

This morning William Freudenau brought 
him two new affidavits. These charged 
fraud inthe Twenty-fourth Ward. One was 
made by Michael Fitzgerald, who was a judge 
atthe poliing place No, 2400 Coleman street. 
He says in it that fraudulent voting 
in the interest of the Dalton ticket 
was allowed at his polling’ place 
by the other election officers, and that he was 
too much intimidated by them to prevent it.

This opinion was not asked for, 
andthe votesdo notappear inthe returns 
atall. Copies of these affidavits have been 
placed in the hands of Chairman Wilkinson.

THE MONEY MARKET. 


A Sharp Increase in the Local Demand 
Anticipated. 


While the business in banking circles has 
been active forthe past month the deposits 
have been so large that they have 
very considerably exceeded the demand 
for loans, and the result has been 


a glutted money market. Indications now 
are that this state of affairs will soon cease, 
and that while there will be no stringency 
there will be a demand forall the money 
availabie at good rates of interest. The de- 
mand from the country banks has not 
setin, but the balances have been drawn 
very low, and within a short time it Is con- 
fidently expected that they will be borrowers 
toa very considerable amount. The gtut of 
money in the Eastern market 
shows symptoms of coming to a 
close. The reduction of the Bank 
of England discount to 2 per cent has caused 
a stoppage in the sale of American securities 
by foreign holders on this side, and the large 
imports ordered by New York and Boston 
houses owing tothe low rates at 
which European, especially French 
and German, goods are selling 
in consequence of the depression abroad, 
has already occasioned a strong demand for 
loans. Activity in building circles here is 
expected to have the same effect, and a 
strong money market is looked forward to 
within a short time,

SHOT IN A SCUFFLE. 


Patrick Bresnahan, ° Saloonkeeper, 
Wounded by Officer Lyons. 


OUTCOME OF A LIVELY FUSILLADE ON 
CHOUTEAU AVENUE. ; 


The Police Attempted to Arrest Bresna- 
han and His Brother on a Charge of As- 
sisting in the Robbery of a Chinaman 
and They Resistod—Conflicting Stories 
ofthe Affair. 


Patrick Bresnahan, proprietor of a saioon 
at Twenty-third and Papin streets, was shot 
and dangerously wounded in a struggle last 
night with Police Officer Lyons. The police- 
man says that Bresnahan shot himself, while 
Bresnahan claims that he was shot by Lyons. 
The officer was endeavoring at the time with 
Officer McNamara to arrest Frank Bresnahan 
for complicity in an attempted highway rob- 
beryan hour or two before on Chouteau, 
near Ohio avenue, It appears that Joe Gang,a 
Chinamen who keeps a store at 2305 Chouteau 
avenne, was setupon by several hoodlums 
near his store about llo’clock last night. 
One of them shoved a pistol into his face and 
demanded his money. Joe give a yelland 
darted away. The man fired at him, but 
missed him. A woman near by screamed, 
andthe men, or oneof them, shot at her. 
Officer Camp was about a block away when 
the shots were fired, and running to the cor- 
ner of Chouteau and Ohio avenues he learned 
what had occurred, and started after the 
men. He soon caught up with them and 
ordered them to halt, but they separated and 
ran. 

A LIVELY FUSILLADE. 

He followed one of them, who had a revyol- 
ver in his hand, and exchanged a couple of 
shots with him, Officer McHale’s attention 
Was attracted by the shooting and he at- 
tempted to head off the fugitive, but the fel- 
low shot at himand he let him pass. The 
two officers had chased the fellowsto the 
railroad tracks at the Twenty-first street 
crossing, where they caught him. His re- 
volver was found tobe empty andthat ex- 
plained why he hadn’t done any more shoot- 
ing. He gave thename of Wm, Walsh and 
said that the men with him when Officer 
Camp ordered them to halt were Buck 
McCarthy and Joe Bresnahan. While the 
officers were at the patrol box waiting for the 
wagon Joe Gang came up with Officers Lyons 
and McNamara and said that Walsh was the 
man who had held a pistol to his face and de- 
manded his money. He positively identified 
him asthe highwayman. 

Walsh was taken to the Four Courts in the 
patrol wagon and Officers Lyons and Me- 
Namara went to look for McCarthy and Joe 
Bresnahan. They went to the saloon of Joe’s 
brother, on Twenty-third and Papin streets, 
and found Joe there and arrested him, They 
took him to the nearest patrol box and while 
waiting there learned that Frank was also 
mixed up in the attempted robbery and 
shooting on Chouteau avenue. Then, after 
sending Joe to the Four Courts, the officers 
returned to the Bresnahan saloon to 
arrest Frank. They found him and 
Pat on the sidewalk in front of the 
saloon and both were armed. The men 
retired into the saloon and then into the yard 
back of it and threatened to kill the officers 
if they attempted to take Frank away. 
Lyons made a jump at Pat, who seemed to be 
the leader, and knocked him down with his 
club. Pat still had his pistol, and the officer 
tried totake it away from him, an d inthe 
struggle, and while Bresnahan was still hold- 
ing it, the weapon was discharged, the ball 
entering Bresnahan’s hip and producinga 
dangerous wound. This is the statement of 
the officers. The Bresnahans, however, both 
say that Lyons first shot Patand then jumped 
on him afterwards and clubbed him. The 
wounded man was sentto the City Hospital 
and Frank Bresnahan was taken to the rour 
Courts and locked up. 

Frank Bresnahan said when asked this 
morning about the affair that®neither he nor 
his brother Joe had had anytbing tof{do with 
the attack on Joe Gang. They knew nothing 
whatever about the shooting at the woman 
and should not have been arrested atall. He 
denied that he and Pat drew revolvers on 
Lyons and McNamaraand claimed that the 
assault of the officers on them was entirely 
unprovokec and uhjustifiable. Lyons shot 
oe he claimed, and then struck him with a 
club. 

This afternoon when Bresnahan’s revolver 
was examined it was found that all the 
chambers were full, which proves that the 
wound he received was not with his own 
revolver. 

WELL-KNOWN TO THE POLICE. 

The Bresnahans are we!l-known to the po- 
lice and Patin particular. He was arrested 
several monthsagoona charge of enticing 
Kate Nevins, a girl, away from bome for im- 
moral purposes and afterwards he and Pat 
Cassidy were arrested on a charge of running 
another woman, a witnessin the first case, 
out of town. Heand Cassidy fell out recently 
and hada fightand then Bresnahan induced 
Cassidy’s bondsman tojsurrender him. Both 
men were in the police court for fighting and 
for carrying concealed weapons, as was also 
Frank Bresnahan. Frank was let off but his 
brother was fined $10. 

Dr. Marks, superintendent of the City Hos- 
pital, reports this afternoon that Bresnahan 
is getting along very weiland that his chances 
for recovery are very good, The ball ranged

WHEAT DEALERS JUBILANT. 


Received From Washington of a 
Most Encouraging Nature. 


The wheat dealers are very much en- 
couraged by the news received to-day from 
Washington, It wastothe effect that an ex- 
haustive report had been re- 
ceived from the United States Min- 
ister to Russia giving an account 


of the condition of the growing crop. Ac- 
cording tothis report the outlook, from a 
Russian standpoint, is decidedly gloomy. 
While nothing like total failure of last year 
isanticipated, itis now regarded as certain 
that there will be no surplus for export. 
The average of the crop of the 
great Russian plains, where the wheat is 
rown In the largest amount, is considerably 
low 50 por cent ofa full crop, with chances 
that it will be considerably less than this 
amount. The news from Hungary is to the 
same effect, similar conditions having pre- 
valled in that great wheat belt, and from 
these two quarters comes the largest Eu- 
ropean supply. Under these conditions the 
bulls are much encouraged, and the belief ts 
that there will be a very marked advance in 
the price of wheat by fall. Dealers 
are chary entering into large 
transactions in futures, owing to the 
uncertainty that revaiis concerning the 
American crop.. The reserve isone of the 
largest on record, being estimated at 100,000,- 
000 bushels. Thishas causeda great deal of 
}anxiety, as it was feared that throwing it on 
the market would cause a great depression 
in prices. The fearof sucha result is now 
removed. With Russia and Hungary ctic- 
ally out of the export field, the Uni States 
will be called upon to furnish nearly all the 
wheat, beyond that grown within its own 
borders, required by Europe. Even with a 
fullcrop the demand, it is estimated, will be 
s as to occasion a sharp advance in 
prices, and witha short crop farmers and 
wheat owners will be sure to reap a rich 
harvest. The news from Russia is 
asthe best for the interests of the wheat 
grow er that has yet been received,

Archbishop Kenrick Cannot Fulfill His 
Confirmation Engagements.

HE GIVES NOTICE THAT SOME OTHER 
BISHOP MUST BE SECURED, 


The Bestowal. of the Sacrament Which 
Was to Have Taken Piace at Holy Trin- 
ity Church Yesterday Postponed—All 
the Archbishop’s Country Engage 
ments Canceled—Ministers’ Meeting. 


A great deal ofanxiety hasbeen caused in 
Catholic circles by Archbisop Kenrick’s ina- 
bility to fill his confirmation engagements. 
Yesterday His Grace was announced 
to administer the sacrament of confir- 
mation “to the children of Holy Trinity 
parish in North St. Louis, Full preparations 
had. been made for the event, but word was 
received from the Archbishop yesterday 
morning that he would be unable to come. 
There was more sorrow and anxiety ex- 
pressed than disappointment, as the event 
seemed to indicate that the Archbishop 
had reached that period of advanced 
age, when he would be no longer able to fill 
the arduous duties he had imposed upon him- 
self. 

The Archbishop seems never to have rallied 
completely from the attack of feebleness 
which seized him shortly after his jubilee 
celebration. A short return of strength 
raised up false hopes and he made a round 
of engagements for giving confirmation 
that would have proved trying on a 
young andactive man. Asthe city priests 
are anxious to have the ceremony performed 
on Sunday he promised to visit as many as 
three churches in one day. Nearly all these 
e ments have now been canceled, and 
itwas learned to-day that he sent out word 
toa numberof parishes outside ofthe city 
that he would not beableto yisit them and 
administer confirmation this season. 

The fathers of the Rock Church have been 
preparing a large class of children for first 
communion and confirmation, but when the 
pastor ¢alied on the Archbishop to make an 
appointment for a confirmation Sunday the 
Archbishop answered that he was un- 
able to comply and said that they 
would have to get some one else if they 
wished the ceremony to be performed. It is 
very uncertain whether the Archbishop will 
visitany of the churches this season at all. 
A great deal of surprise was expressed when 
it was learned that he intended going to Holy 
Trinity Church yeste for, as a priest 
expressed it: ‘‘It seems strange he would go 
to one church after having refused a number 
of others,’’ 

The necessity for confirmation in so large a 
diocese as 8t. Louis revivesthe question of 
the appointment ofa coadjutor, but as this 
could not be done before next fall, at the 
earliest, it is probable that one of the suf- 
fragan bishops of the diocese will be calied 
in to attend to the matter. Bishops 
Hogan of Kansas City and Hennessey of 
Dubuque, tne two nearest bishops, are both 
advanced in age and have large dioceses to 
watch over. It is likely that the duty will 
devolve on Bishop Hennessey of Wichita, 
whose diocese is small and duties Nght in 
comparison with his brother bishops. 


Bishop Tuttle’s Auniversary Celebration. 


The twenty-fifth anniversary of Bishop Tut- 
tle’s consecration tothe Episcopacy was fit- 
tingly celebrated yesterday Dy Episcopallans 
ofthe city. The bishop made his Easter vis- 


itation and administerd the rite of con- 
firmation at St. John’s Church in the morna- 
ing. His presence was greeted by a 
concourse of people that filled the sacred 
edifice to its utmost capacity. After the 
service was overthe Bishop was presented 
with a gave: made ofebony, ivory and silver 
suitably inscribed. 

The doors of Christ Church Cathedral re- 
ceived last night the largest congregation 
that ever filled the sacred edifice, The Broth- 
erhood of St. Andrew acted as ushers and 
preserved perfect order, Allthe city clergy 
and a number of visitors were within the 
chancel rail. A magniticent choral service 
was rendered by the surpliced choir. Bishop 
Seymour of Springfleli, lll., preached the 
anniversary sermon, taxing for histext the 
passage, ‘‘Blessedis the man who hath not 
walked in the counsel of the ungodly nor sat 
in the seat of the scornful.’’

Sales of Securities Held Abroad—The Gold 
Movement. 


The Wall street markets continue vacillat- 


During the past week bear influences. have 
seemed to preponderate. London has shown 
some timidity and disposition to realize, not- 
withstanding the growing ease in money 
there, and the selling here on London account 
has stimulated the export of gold, which 
again has affected the market unfavorably. 
The uncertainty about the _ relations 
between the Pennsylvania Rallroad and 
the combined anthracite roads has not 


Steeppeared and still continues to throw a 
certain degree of doubt around that import- 
ant group of stocks; while the weather of the 
week has contributed nothing towards solv- 
ing the uncertainty that hangs around the 
crop prospects. In the absence of any im- 
portant immediate counter-factors, this 
group of influences has produced a pre- 
poamennos of selling over buying and the 

endency of prices has been downward. But, 
at the same time, the ‘*‘bull’’ side maintains 
its courage and shows no abatement of confi- 
dence in a future higher range of prices; but 
seems quite willing to allow ample rope to the 
bears for creating a ‘‘short’* interest. 

Thus far this year, we have exported from 
New York about $16,500,000 of gold and im- 
ported $6.000,000, making the net export $10,- 
600,000. This is somewhat in excess of the 
normal movement for this season of the 
year. For the five years 1887 to 1891 inclusive, 
the netexport ofthe United States, for the 
first four months of the year, averaged only 
$4.700,000; so that, forthe expired portion of 
1892, Wwe are about $6,000,000 in advance 
of the usual movement; and, assuming 
the present condition to be normal, we 
might infer that this excess should tend to 
diminish future shipments. We have to 
anticipate, however, a larger outflow tfollow- 
ing this month; and it is supposed $4,000,000 
at least will go out by to-morrow’s steamers. 
In the years 1890, ’89, ’88 and ’87, the net ex- 
ports of gold for the whole country, for the 
months of May, June and July, averaged 
$15,000,000, which may be taken asa normal 
movement for that period of the year. Should 
the excess in the last four months, above re- 
ferred to, be credited against this $15,000,000, 
it is inferable that the next three months’ 
export requirements may amount to $10,000, - 
000, after allowing for next Saturday’s ship- 
ment, which is not a prospect to excite any 
uneasiness.

They watched his house 
for several days and finally caught a 
glimpse of their man at ae thirda- 
story window. <A fring at the (front 
door was responded to by Mrs. Paramore. 
She asked from within who called, and was 
answered ‘‘a physician.’’ When she un- 
locked the door the detectives forced their 
way in and commenced to search the house. 
The detectives searched every room in the 
house without finding the fugitive, and were 
about to give up when they thought of 
sounding the walls. They soon dis. 
covered a hollow place in the wall 
and were about to tear down the 
woodwork when a paneling opened ahd out 
stepped Paramore. The nearest door led iIn- 
to a room where it is supposed Paramore had 
hidden during the months the officers bad 
been searching forhim. He was taken tothe 
Sixth District Station, where he admitted be. 
ing an ex-convict. He said that he had 
served two years in the Chester Penitentiary 
for embezzling the funds of a church in 
Illinois.

Steamboat Owners Fear No Trouble With 
the Longshoremen at Present. 

The rise in the thermometer within the last 
few days has caused the latent elements of dis- 
content among the longshoremen and Levee 
hands to simmer slightly. But the forecast 
of a strike for to-day was an exaggeration of 
the true state of affairs. It was reported this 
morning that the longshoremen had the help 
of the pilots, engineers and firemen, and be- 
fore night they would effect a complete 
tieup. Percival 8, Drown, Secretary of the 
Mississippiand Ohio River Pilots’ Society, 
825 Chestnut street, denied that the pilots 
contemplated a strike atany time. In the 
office of the Steamboat Engineers’ Associa- 
tion, across the hallfrom Mr. Percival’s of- 
flee, it wasstated tbat thelr organization 
had no intentionto strike, It was said, 
that some such 

part of the 
shoremen might be looked 
to-day, John Harvey, Secretary of the 
Longshoremen’s Union, was hunted up to 
answer this statement. ‘‘We do not intend 
to strike,’’ said Marvey, ‘*‘We held our last 
meeting Saturday night at Fourth and Val- 
entine streets, but we did not do anythin 
toward another strike.’’ Harvey state 
that before the strike six weeks 
ago, the longshoremen were paid 
17h cents an hour, but after it 
they were given 25centsan hour. Ten days 
ago this was reduced to 20 cents an hour, the 
wages now paid all along the Levee. 

‘*Did the men say anything about that cut 
in wages at their meeting tng | night?’’ 

‘*‘No, they did not.’’ Harvey left the im- 
pression that they would have to grin and 
bear it, for the present. 

George Carter, an organizer forthe Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, saidtbat there was 
nothing inthe rumors ofa Strike. He was 
asked why the crowds of negroes were idle 
onthe Levee, He explained that they were 
waiting for the City of Vicksburg, which 
would gobble up ail the men to unload her. 

Among the officers of the packet lines the 
opinion prevailed that there will be no 
strike. But if the contrary prove true 

state thiat they will fight 

. Uapt. Isaac Mason was seen on board the 
City of Hickman. ne knew nothing of a 
strike. Capt. Massingale of the St. Louis & 
Tennessee Packet Line placed noreliance in 
the rumored strike. He said that a hand- 
bill was spread broadcast, in which mer- 
chants and farmers were asked not to ship by 
hisiine, because the men were paid starvation 
wages. Capt. Massingale said that the paper 
was an excellent advertising medium for his 
line. The officials of the Cherokee Packet 
Line also denied any knowledge of a threat- 
ened strike.
